present conditions, as well as the great- 
est ossible optimism as to the future.

1915, in comparison with 1914, ranging 
in some Aines around 25 per cent, other 
lines 35 per cent and others 50 per cent 
and over. 

“A favorable contrast of this Novem- 
ber over November of 1914 shows that 
the stocks of the Atlanta merchants 
are more seasonable, whereas last year 
they were burdened with unnecessary 
stocks of goods incident to slow sales 
due to general business depression.

EDUCATION BOARD 


POSITION DEFINED 


Uniformity in Examination 
of ‘Teachers Desired’ — Dr. 
Adkins Will Start Work 
This Afternoon. 


The work of examining the teachers 
in the public schools of the city of At- 
lanta will be started this afternoon, 
when a group of six instructors will be 
examined by. Dr. W. N. Adkins, medical 
inspector of schools. In that there are 
more than 600 teachers here, and they 
are to be examined in groups of six or 
eight each day, it. is anticipated that 
tke work will require more than three 
months. : 

The examinations will be conducted 
in line with the recent order of the 
board of education which, according to 
ty member of that body, is desirous of 
ascertaining whether there is any rea- 
son for complaints which have been 
received by it. These complaints,. few 

in number, are said to have been re- 
ceived during the past few weeks, 
‘and are to the general effect that 
there are some teachers whose physi- 
‘cal conditions are such that they should 
not give instructions in the classroom. 

The examinations, according to Dr. 
Adkins, will not differ from the cus- 
tomary tests to which people are sub- 
jected who ask for reports on their 
eyes, ears, noses, throats, lungs and 
hearts. At a meeting of the normai 
teachers Saturday morning, Dr. Adkins 
explained that clothing above the waist 
interferes with such an examination as 
the board requires him to make. He 
pam however, that sheets will be 
9 for the use of those teachers 
who desire to be wrapped in them. 

May Take Individual Sheets. 

It was explained that by reason of 
the large number of teachers who are 
to be examined, the city is not able to 
| provide separate sheets for the various 
teachers, and those who desire indi- 
vidual sheets will be allowed to take 
them to the place of conducting the 
physical’ tests. In each instance, Dr. 
Adkins will be assisted by trained 
nurses of his staff. ok ey 

The physician explained the nature of 
the examination, after the men of the 
teaching corps had been asked to re- 
tire from the room, and he stated that 
he was making the explanation for the 
benefit of the instructors who dreaded 
the examinations. Those who have un- 
dergone such tests, he said, know what 
the customary. medical examination is, 
and need no information as to the meth- 
|} ods used by physicians. 5 
Dr. Adkins declared that in conduct- 
ing the examinations he is merely fol- 
lowing the instructions of the members 
of the board. He said that he would 
Uke for the order to permit family phy- 
sicians make the examinations. How- 
ever, Dr. Adkins said to the teachers, “I 
merely am following the instructions of 
the board, whose members require that 
I eonduct these examinations,” 

That acommittee from the Teachers’ 
association called on a member of the 
board of education in reference to the 
examinations immediately following the 
passage of the order, was learned Sun- 
day.

IN WRECK OF CAR 


Atlantan Killed Near Pel- 
ham When Machine Hits 
Calf, Turns Turtle and 
Then Catches Fire.

BROTHER HAD SEEN 
TRAGEDY IN DREAM 


Disturbed by Premonition, 
He Had Warned Victim 
Against Speeding--Brother 
Near When Crash Came. . 


Pelham, Ga., December 5.— (Special. ) 
His brother’s dream of a fatal automo- 
bile accident became a tragic reality 
today when H. A. Jones, of 582 Edge- 
wood avenue, Atlanta, was instantly 


killed in an automobile wreck 2 miles 
north of here. 

H. A. Jones and his brother, A. V. 
Jones, were motoring from Atlanta to 
Thomasville, each driving a new ma- 
chine for delivery to W. B. Sparks, at 
the latter place. 


A. V. Jones stated after the acci- 


dent that at the Windsor hotel in 
Americus, where he and his brother 
spent last night, he had a dream that 
his brother would be killed today in 
his machine. So clear was this dream, 
he says, that he could distinguish his 
brother’s body as it lay under the 
wreck of a car. He.was so disturbed 


ne warned his brother against speed- 


ing, though he little thought that his 
premonition would .be actually ful- 
filled. 

Machine Hit Calf. 

The accident occurred at 3:30 o’clock 
this afternoon when the car which H. 
A. Jones was driving hit a calf at the 
foot of a long hill. The car turned 
completely over, pinning the body of 
its driver beneath it. 

The machine then caught fire, and 
the body was almost cremated. Both 
legs and one arm were burned off up to 
the body. 

It is not believed, however, that Jones 
suffered, as the indications are that he 
was so badly crushed by the car that 
he died' instantly before the flames 
reached him. His brother came up 
shortly after the crash, but was un- 
able to render any assistance. 

The body was first. brought to Pel- 
ham and then taken ta Atlanta. 

Was Assisting Brother. 

A burst of speed in order to overtake 
a machine a mile ahead being driven 
by his brother, is believed to have been 
the direct cause of H. A. Jones’ death, 
according to information received in 
Atlanta last night. 

Jones was a brother of an assistant 
mechanic on the staff of the Haynes | 
company branch office in Atlanta. He 
was not attached to the concern, but 
went with his brother to drive one of 
two machines to Thomasville. : 

A few miles from the spot where he 
met his death, according to ‘advices 
from the coroner, telephoned to Charles 
W. Tway, of the Haynes branch, the 
brother outsped the man who was 
killed, and was at least a mile ahead 
of him when the brother undertook to 
overtaken him. 

The machine, colliding with the ani- 
mal, turned turtle, pinning the driver 
underneath.

GREW TURNS GUNS 
UF CHINESE CRUISER 
UN OTHER WARSHIPS 


Battle Is Fought in Harbor 
of Shanghai Between Mu- 
tinous Chao-Ho and Two 
Other War Vessels. 
MUTINY ON CHAO-HO 

BY PRE-ARRANGEMENT 


Chinese Authorities An- 
nounce That the Mutinous 
Cruiser Will Be Shelled 
and Sent to the Bottom. 


Shanghai, December 6.—The crew: of 
The Chinese cruiser Chao-Ho mutinie d 
last night and opened fire on two other 
warships and the arsenal. The fire was 
returned, the engagement lasting for 
an hour. Several shots fell in the for- 
eign concession. 

Apparently the outbreak has been 
confined to the Chao-Ho. The Chinese 
authorities announce that she wil be 
shelled and sunk at daybreax. 

Mutinied by Prearraugement. 

Conflicting accounts of the outbreak 
are current, and no official informa- 
tion is obtainable. It appears, how- 
ever, that at 2 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon, twenty men set forth from the 
foreign settlement in a launch and 
went alongside the Cnao-flo, anchored 
opposite the Kiang-Nan arsenal. 

When the launch arrived ‘the Chao- 
Ho’s crew mutinied, apparently by mre- 
arrangement. At about F o’clock the 
mutineers opened fire on the arsenal, 
the éruiser Hai-Chi and the gunhoat 
Tung-Ching. 

The Hai-Chi aha Tung-Chinv replied 
and lively cannonading of light and 
and heavy guns followed for an hour.

London, December 5.—The negotia- 
tions between Greece and the allied 
powers still drag on at Athens, new 
hitches apparently arising as old ones 
are smoothed out. One day a settile- 
ment is reported only to be followed 
the next by denial or accounts of fresh 
difficulties confronting the diplomats. 

The people of the allied countries, 
particularly those of France and Italy, 
are becoming impatient and the press 
is demanding that stern action be tak- 
ed to demonstrate to King Constantine 
and his ministers the determination of 
the entente powers to secure the as- 
surances demanded. New proposals are 
said to have heen made by France and 
Great Britain in the hope of reaching 
an agreement. 


EUROPE WAITS 
ON RUMANIA, 


Rumania’s attitude also remains un- 
decided, Since the dispatch announcing 
the closing of Rumanian ports to for- 
eign trade was received silence has 
descended upon Bucharest and Europe 
is awaiting anxiously the next move 
which will give a meaning to this order.

Nothing has 
been heard from General Townshend 
since he reached Kut-El-Amata, where 
it is likely he will make a stand, as 
the position is a very strong one where 
he could hold out until reinforcements 
reached him. It is not only the mili- 
tary failure, but the effect the retire- 
ment will have on the British posses- 
sions in the east which makes the re- 
sult so unfortunate from the Britigh 
point of view. |

“After the defeat of the Serbians 
last Monday near Prisrend, the remains 
of the Serbian army retreated toward 
Djakova and along the Balidrini to- 
ward Dibra and Scutari, pursued by our 
troops. . 

“Friday our column following the 
Serbians along the Balidrini overtook 
them in positions on the left bank of 
the Ljuma and energetically attacked 
and dispersed the Serbians, who fied 
precipitately. The Serbians log here 
one hundred field guns and howitzers, 
200 motor cars, a great quaptity of 
war materials, one hundred fand fifty 
transport wagons and large quantities 
of uniforms and equipment. ‘fhe road 
along ithe Balidrini to Kularjuma was 
blocked with the booty. 

“Serbo-Montenegrin troops, which 
retreating. toward Djanto evacuated 
this place at the sight of our troops, 
leaving behind six howitzers.

PEACE FOR GERMANY 
AS SOON AS SHE LIKES 


But Only on Terms of the 
Allies, Says London Post. 
Hungary Wants Peace. 


London, December 6.—Germanhy can 
have peace as soon as she likes, remarks 
The Post, editorially, “but only on the 
terms of the allies.” 

“The right answer to the German 
peace conspiracy,” the editorial contin- 
ues, “is for the allies to determine what 
Shall be the terms of peace to be dic- 
tated when the right moment comes. 
In the case of Great Britain, repre- 
sentatives from the overseas dominions 
must be called into council.“ 

The Post’s Budapest correspondent 
dwells on the peace talk there. In 
political circles in Hungary,” the cor- 
respondent says, “one hears nothing 
else. but an early conclusion of the war. 
The return of Count Albert Apponyi 
from Copenhagen is eagerly awaited. 
He has een taking part in the Red 
Cross conference and also had an unof- 
ficial mission regarding peace possi- 
bilities. 

“The Ford peace mission is highly 
lauded in Hungary, The Pesti Hirlap 
saying: ‘Ford is the first American 
millionaire to invest money in a re- 
spectable scheme for humanitarian 
aims.’ 

“The Hungarian grand lodge of the 
Masons has voted to begin a ceaseless 
work in favor of peace. The Feminist 
society, at a meeting held in honer o 
the late James Kier Hardie, has issued 
an appeal for peace on economic 
grounds, stating, ‘We have had enough 
of murder and starvation.’ ” 

The Times in an editorial on German 
peace talk declares that the German 
maneuvers are perfectly transparent. 
The German government, says The 
Times, hopes to sow distrust among 
the allies, attack the sympathy of soft- 
hearted neutrals and assuage the in- 
creasing disappointment among the 
masses of their countrymen. 

The Times is convinced that none of 
these hopes will be gratified and says 
that allies know quite clearly what 
are the conditions and the only condi- 
tions on which they will discuss peace 
and they are in perfect agreement upon 
these agreements. 8 

Then dealing with the attempt to 
force a zollverein on Austria the suc- 
cess of which The Times doubts, it says: 

Such a league would rest upon the 
sword as completely as the Bernhard- 
ism which it so closely resembles and 
were it to survive its birth throes it 
would have to confront an economic 
union among the allies far wider and 
mightier than itself.”

$25,000,000 Proposed 
As Annual Appropriation 
For Improving Highways

Columbus, Ohio, December 5.—- Draft 
of a bill providing for an annual fed- | 
eral appropriation of $25,000,000 to be 
used by thestates in highway improve- | 
ment was made public here tonight by | 
the Ohio Good Roads Federation. The 
measure was drawn by a committee of 
the American Association of State 
Highway Officials for presentation to 
congress. 

Under the bill’s provisions only thdse | 
states which have highway depart- 
ments of prescribed standards would 
share in the appropriation, but those 
without highway departments would be 
given three years in which to create 
them. Distribution would be on a basis 
of area, population and mileage of 
rural post roads of each state. The 
measure provides that the government 
shall not contribute more than 50 per 
cent of the total cost of road construc- 
tion. .

They 
also have weather maps and records 
for many years back to prove that cli- 
matic conditions will be ideal with 
them in June, when the convention 
will be held. June 19 is the opening 
date generally favored. 

The St. Louis delegation offers the 
use of its convention hall, which it is 
declared will seat 14,000 persons. Dal- 
las has no hall at this time other than 
an auditorium at the state fair grounds. 
It is willing, however, to add to this 
structure or erect a new one. A fund 
of a 3 in addition to the $100,000 
has been rafsed for extra expenses.

Great Ammunition Factory Is 
Destroyed—Discontented

Party Far From United in 
Regard to Wilson’s De- 
fense Program Views of 
Georgia Representatives. 


(By John Corrigan, Jr.) 

Washington, December 5.—(Special.) 
National defense and rural credits 
loom up on the eve of the assembling 
of congress as the most important 
problems of legislation which await 
settlement in the last session before 
the 1916 presidential election. 

On the issue of preparedness demo- 
crats) are divided, and while some- 
thing will most certainly be done to 
strengthen the country’s military re- 
sources, the extent of the provision 
to be made and the form of the new 
national military policy are as yet un- 
determined. 

Those who argue that democracies 
are always unprepared to defend 
themselves, predict that the lesson of 
European carnage will not, be iearned, 
but that the United States will con- 
tinue to indulge in the fatuous folly 
of believing no harm will come to the 
nation, because we hope for the con- 
tinuance of amicable relations with 
all and have no present feelings but 
of peace and good will. 


Attitude of Democratic Leaders. 


The democratic leaders will bend 
their attention to a wise solution of 
the difficulties which so vitally affect 
national security, the individual wel- 
fare, and the future growth of the 
country. They will seek to organize 
and promote industrial welfare as the 
first line of defense; next practically 
every one is agreed that the country 
must have a powerful navy. The ques- 
tion of a, trained army and military 
reserves, is causing trouble and will 
continue to be the subject of contro- 
versy. 

A merchant marine that will carry 
the American flag all over the world 
and make this country independent of 
England’s ocean freight carriers, is 
another big piece of legislation that 
the administration will seek to further. 

Senator Hoke Smith will make a 
speech early in the week on England’s 
course in seizing American cargoes and 
impressing American yessels. He will 
discuss the question from an historical 
and legal point of view, and also in 
its bearing upon the merchant ma- 
rine bill. 

Senator Smith will discuss the re- 
cent declaration of the Marquis of 
Landsdowne, a member of the British 
cabinet, in response to a question by 
the Earl of Portsmouth in the house 
of lords that the Declaration of London 
has no international validity. 

We have adopted the declaration 
only with considerable and important 
mo ifications,” said Lord Landsdowne 
and we adopted it only partially an 
for the guidance of our own courts.” 

Senator Smith has insisted that this 
declaration was binding upon England, 
and estopped her from interfering in 
neutrals’ trade in noncontraband goods. 
He will maintain that this agreemen 
was violated by the order in counci 
of March 11 last, which was designed to 
prevent any merchandise entering or 
leaving Germany during the war.

~ RURAL CREDITS BILL 


Georgian Has Prepared Meas- 
ure Which He Will In- 
troduce Today. 


Washington, December 5.—(Special.) 
Representative Adamson has prepared 
a rural credit bill for introduction on 
Monday which he believes will meet 
all the objections heretofore urged to 
land credit legislation. 

It uses the federal reserve system 
already organized, and amends existing 
national bank laws. It authorizes any 
bank to loan money on land as collat- 
eral, payable in twenty years at not 
exceeding 5 per cent interest. The 
loan may be assigned at any time with- 
in ten years to the secretary of the 
treasury. 

The bill follows: 

“Section 1. On and after the approval 
hereof it shall be lawful for any fed- 
eral reserve bank, or member bank, 
or any other bank, state or federal, 
to make loans to actual farmers to run 
for twenty years, or payable annually

arrive early tomorrow. Mr. Hirsch 
said word has been received that 
about 250 bankers will attend the 
conference. In addition, financiers 
from Chicago, New York, St. Louis 
and Washington, also have notified 
board, and Dr. Bradford Knapp, of the 
present.

„One of the principal objects to be 
undertaken by the association of these 
southern bankers’ organizations is the 
construction of additional cotton ware- 
house facilities throughout the south- 
ern states, looking to the gradual 
marketing of cotton crops of the fu- 
ture,” the statement said. “It is 


proposed to conduct a south-wide 
campaign of bankers, merchants and 
all other business interests to the end 
that southern bankers d southern 
merchants will extend farm credits 
upon agreements from farmers to 
7 nt sufficient acreage in feed and 
ood crops to insure self support.” 
Mr. Hirsch said that with cotton 
now bringing attractive prices, the 
cotton producer next year is apt to 
revert to the all-cotton crop. To pre- 
vent this it is proposed to inaugurate 
a vigorous counter campaign. The 
movegnent, it was stated, will begin 
January 1. and will be a campaign 
similar to the better farming move- 
ments conducted in several southern 
states during the last few years.

First Harvard-Yale 
Game Played Under 
Unique Rules in 1875 


Compared with the wonderful exhi- 


bition of team play given by the Har- 
vard eleven of 1915 against Yale, the 
first meeting of these two university 
squads wou appear almost laugh- 
able if it could be staged again today. 
That contest was played at New Ha- 
ven on Saturday, November 18, 1875, 
on a field measuring 400 by 200 feet, 
and was witnessed by about 1,500 spec- 
tators, which included several hun- 
dred women. The number of players 
on a team was optional with the cap- 
tain, the rules simply specifying that 
from eleven to fifteen might be played. 
The game was divided into three 
thirty-minute periods, and the only 
scoring permitted is a goal following 
a touchdown, kicked over the goal bar 
suspended 10 feet above the ground 
from the uprights 20 feet apart. 
Harvard won by four goals to noth- 
ing the Crimson, scoring two in the 
first half hour and one each in the 
remaining two periods. The ball could 
he kicked or carried; caught on the 
bound or fly and, the runner would be 
tackled and thrown as at present. Har- 
vard's cheering contingent consisted of 
150 students, who made the trip from 
Cambridge to witness the play. No 
admission was charged, and the size 
of the crowd and absence of gate re- 
ceipts contrasts sharply with the fact 
that very close to 120,000 persons paid

Representative Carl Vinson, of the 
tenth, has framed a bill aimed at hy- 
Phenated Americans, who leave our 
shores to engage in the European war, 
which he will introduce on Monday. It 
proposes to exclude from this country 
all foreign-born persons who leave the 
shores of the United States for the pur- 
pose of “instigating, assisting or en- 
gaging in any foreign ingurrection, re- 
Delllon or war either in behalf of or 
against any country with which the 
United States is at peace.” 

Any naturalized citizen who engages 
in a foreign war, shall not be permitted 
to return to this country. 

However, any American citizen, ex- 
cept accredited officials of the govern- 
ment and their families and personal 
suites, may offer his services to a for- 
eign belligerent. The bill applies only 
to persons of foreign birth. 

The hyphenated Americans who en- 
list in a foreign war shall, upon their 
return, be liable to arrest and convic- 
tion for a misdemeanor and subject to 
a fine of not less than $1,000 or im- 
prigonment for from one to three years, 
or both fine and imprisonment. 
“My bill would prevent Greeks and 
Serbs, Russian and Germans, and all 
other persons of foreign birth who have 
come to this country and made money 
exploiting our resources from return- 
ing to the land of their birth and en- 
gaging in war,” said Mr. Vinson. 
“It is an undesirable class of foreign 
born citizens, in my opinion, who will 
engage in such activities. Their action 
is a proof that they claim a divided 
allegiance. Here they are living under 
our flag and enjoying the protection 
of our government, and yet claiming al- 
legiance to a foreign government, re- 
sponding to a call for military service. 
hat would er do should our own 
country need their services? This class | 
of persons furnish one of the great 
dangers to our own country in the 
event we should ever become involved 
in a foreign war.”

He Complains That Organiza- 
tion Is Being Diverted 
to Militarism. 


New York, December 5.—Ernest 

Thompson Setap, naturalist and author, 
announced today his resignation as 
chief scout of the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica. Mr. Seton, in a statement explain- 
ing his action, said he resigned de- 
cause of a gradual change in policies 
to which he is opposed and for which 
he blames James E. West, of this city, 
present chief scout executive. 
* ‘Militarism comes first and wood- 
craft, the original purpose of the 
movement, second,” according to Mr. 
Seton, who announced the formation 
ot the Woodcrafts league, inviting 
members of the boy scouts to join it. 

“When Baden-Powell and I organ- 
ized the Boy Scouts of England in 1908 
and the Boy Scouts of America in 
1910,” Mr. Seton's statement said, “our 
purpose was to make all young people 
of America outdoor children by teach- 
ing them joys of outdoor life. As orig- 
inally formed, the Scoutg of America 
was to be a message of conversation 


and brotherhood. 

“The study of trees, flowers and na- 
ture,” he continued, “is giving way to 
wig-wagging. frills and other activi- 
ties of a military nature, thus destroy- 
ing the symbolism of the organisation. 
As it stands now, militarism comes 
first and woodcraft second.“ 

Mr. Seton explained that he severed 
his connection with the movement last 
spring, but deferred announcement of 
it until it had been accepted by the 
executive board, a step which he said 
had not yet been taken. 

Mr. Seton said that last February his 
election as chief scout was held up be- 
tause he was not an American citizen. 

“There are several members of the 
board today who are Britishers,” he 
added. “Several years ago I took out 
my first papers, but when the war 
came up I couldn't very well take out 
my final papers. So I am waiting until 
after the war before becoming a full- 
fledged citizen in the meaning of the 


law.” 

When he learned of Mr. Seton's 
action tonight, Mr. West immediately 
communicated with Colin H. Living- 
stone, of Washington, president of the 
Boy Scouts of America, who charac- 
terized as “unfriendly and selfish 
Mr. Seton’s action on the eve of a 
campaign to raise funds to finance the 
boy scout work in New York for the 
next three years. 

“The national council,” a statement 
eredited to Mr. Livingstone said, “at 
its annual meeting at Washington 
last February decided not to re-elect 
Mr. Seton as chief scout because he 
had failed to respond satisfactorily 
as to what his intentions were about 
becoming a citizen of the United 
States.” 

Touching on the policy of the move- 
ment, Mr. Livingstone said 

“While training along the lines of 
woodcraft is an important part in our 
program we believe that character de- 
velopment, patriotism and good citi- 
zenship and the required ‘daily good 
turn’ are of equal importance.” 

Denial also was made that there 
was any dissatisfaction with present 
conditions in the organization.

PINK OVERALLS. 

The shortage of dyestuffs, at least as 
it involves certain colors, is said to be 
growing acute. In fact, the reports from 
certain mills indicate that American work- 
ingmen may soon have to give up, at least 
temporarily, their working uniforms of blue 
and appear in overalls of pink or gray 
texture. 

It is easy to imagine where the pref- 
erence of the average stalwart and vigorous 
workingman will lie. He will undoubtedly 
choose the gray as the nearest substitute 
for blue, rather than the pink, which, at 
least until it becomes grease-covered and 
faded, would bear striking resemblance to 
a suit of modern pajamas. 

If the workingman is compelled to clothe 
himself even temporarily in pink or gray, 
there is accumulating evidence that the 
necessity will be short lived. It is already 
clear that the American dyestuff industry 
is slowly and gradually, but surely, prepar- 
ing itself to meet every American demand. 
Necessity is proving the mother of activity, 
and the industry has already begun to grow 
on a scale which promises abundant results 
as requirements have to be met. The Phila- 
delphia Record thus calls attention to the 
progress the dyestuff industry has made in 
the United States in the last twelve months: 


A bulletin issued by the bureau of for- 
eign and domestic commerce says that at 
the outbreak of the war the American 
production of dyestuffs was about 3,000 
short tons a year, and it is now about 
9,000 tons and promises by the end of next 
year to reach 16,000 tons. If the produc- 
tion ig three times as large as it was 
when the war 1 and is likely to 
double, nearly, in the next twelve months 
the industry is 4 ing a very rapid 
growth, and anxiety over the future ought 
to be greatly abated. This bulletin says 
that a dozen plants are producing inter- 
mediates in constantly increasin 
amounts. Seven are producing dyes an 
daily increasing their output. Small an- 
iline plants, capable of 8 100 

ounds a day or more, are being intro- 
uced into textile factories. 


This means two things—first, that Amer- 
ican industry is striving to meet American 
demand, and second, that where it fails to 
do so, American mills themselves are plan- 
ning to make the particular kind of dye- 
stuffs which they need in the manufacture 
of their own products. 

These facts evidence a healthy growth 
of the dyestuff industry in this country, 
and one which is far more likely to be 
permanent and lasting than if it had been 
a single enterprise of immense capital, 
built upon the lines of a trust. 

The permanency of this new and expand- 
ing industry in the United States will de- 
pend, for a time, at least, upon the protec- 
tion that is afforded it by congress against 
the inroads of ruinous German competition 
which may be expected with the close of 
the European war. Germany will not light- 
ly relinquish her splendid income from the 
dyestuff industry, and we must anticipate 
and prepare against the “dumping” into this 


country of dyestuff products at prices ruin- 


ous to American manufacturers, with a view 
solely to re-establishing the German trade 
in this product. The attempt will be made 
at the first opportunity. Congress alone can 
counteract the effect of such effort by ap- 
plying to foreign nations the same laws and 
principles under which it regulates and con- 
trols the trusts already built up in this 
country. 

A new and valuable industry is in pros 


pect for the United States, as the direct out- |

FAST, SAYS DR. FLINN | 
IN SUNDAY SERMON 


Speaking Sunday night on the subject of 
„Christ's Second Coming, and What Will Hap-. 


pen Then,” Rev. Richard Orme Flinn, pastor 
of the North Avenue Presbyterian church, de- 


clared his belief that the hour is fast ap- 
proaching when the millennium will be at 
hand and Christ will- return to the earth, 
and he cited three impertant conditions which 
have been fulfilled which make possible an 
early advent of the millennium. These three 
conditions are the following: |. 

First, The worldwide evangelization which 
has been in progress during the past century 
to a greater degree than ever before. While 
it is true that the world has not been com- 
pletely evangelized, he said, every nation 
has had the gospel of Jesus Christ preached 
to it and the people of every race have had 
the opportunity to follow the teachings .of 
Christianity. 3 : “ 

Second, the nations at war, in a conflict 
greater and bloodier than ever before in his- 
tory. This was predicted as one of the prin- 
cipal conditions forerunning the second com- 
ing, said Dr. Flinn. 

Third, the return of the Jews to Jerusa- 
lem, which has been taking place to a great- 
er extent during the past few years than 
ever before. God has preserved the Jewish 
nation miraculously for two thousand years 
without a home, said the minister, for some 
great purpose which is yet to be revealed, 
and it is in accordance with Biblical pre- 
dictions that the Jews are now turning 


toward Jerusalem in great numbers. 


Dr. Flinn made it plain that the millen- 
nium which he spoke of—the second coming 
of Christ—is not to be the end of the world, 
but is only to be the beginning of the last 
thousand years of the world’s history, ac- 
cording to the soriptural prophecies. He de- 
clared that the coming of Christ will be 
sudden and glorious, that the righteous shall 
be lifted up in an instant, and that the civ- 
ilization and history of the world will con- 
tinue for 1,000 years, the only difference be- 
ing that Christ will reign in the hearts of 
men instead of the devil dwelling in our 
midst as ig the case today.

In Memorial 


Delivered by David Smith 


Day Address 


Impressive ceremonies marked the annual 
memorial service of the Atlanta lodge of 
Elks, which was held yesterday afternoon 
at the Forsyth theater and at which an im- 
mense audience heard the address of David 
B. Smith, a prominent member of the Char- 
lotte bar. f : 

‘Appropriate music added to the solemnity 
of the occasion, the program being carried 
out as published. Names of the deceased 
members of the ldcal lodge were thrown 
in the form of a cross on the green draperies 
which formed the background of the stage. 
With the theater in darkness, the names ap- 
peared from the stereopticon slides in the 
order of the death of those members of the 
Atlanta lodge who have answered the final 
summons since its foundation. 

Officers occupied the stage and the mem- 
bership of the lodge had seats’near the stage 
on the main floor of the building. Behind 
the Elks and in the galleries were grouped 
hundreds of Atlantans and visitors to the 
city who gave close attention to the exercises 
and who listened with interest to the remarks 
of the speaker. 

Flowers of Elkdom. 

The flowers of Elkdom were used in pro- 
fusion in the decoration of the stage, while 
crepe hung about the building as the expres- 
Sion of the feeling of the members of the 
lodge upon the death of their brothers. The 
American flag, without which no meeting of 
the lodge can be held, was draped about 
the pulpit and on it rested the Bible, which 
has a place in every Elk lodge room. The 
Bible supported the head and horns of the 
animal whose name the organization bears, 
the animal which fights only in defense of 
its females and its offspring. 

“Distasteful as it is and dreaded as it 
may be, death is the common lot of all,” de- 
clared Mr. Smith in beginning his remarks. 
“That man is foolish who disputes the power 
of the grim reaper. Its victims come from 
every class and every creed. But death is 
not a thing to be feared by the true and 
loyal Elk, for it is but the forerunner of the 
other life, the stepping-stone of a better ex- 
istence. 

“The Elks have set aside a day for pay- 
ing tributes to those members of the order 
who have been called to solve the mystery 
of death and it is appropriate that wherever 
the altar of Elkdom stands, members of loyal 
bands of men portray the virtues of their ab- 
sent brothers,” the speaker continued. “This 
is the holy day of an order with noble ideals 
and almost God-like aspirations. It is a 
sacred day with an organization whose prin- 
ciples would encourage its members to fol- 
low in the footsteps of the lowly Nazarene. 

Teachings ef Kikdom. 

“Elkdom teaches the love of country, the 
sanctity of the home, aid of the poor and 
respect for the dead. Like. all great move- 
ments, Elkdom traces its history to a 
small beginning. The explorer climbs the 
mountain heights under hardships and with 
difficulty. He overcomes obstacles which 
discourage him and meets with rebuffs which 
makes him miserable. But, reaching the 
top of the highest peak, he is able to exclaim 
in exultation that his task is done. His 
exclamation jarg a tiny snowflake which 
starts downward, gathering others as it de- 
scends. It reaches the warm valley as a 
mammoth bank of snow, whose beginning 
was but a spoken word. 

“Four hundred years ago a baby was 
born in Germany. He was not different 
from other babies of German peasants. He 
Was small and a glance at his features re- 
vealed no sign of a guccessful career or an 
important part in the world’s events. But, 
years later, Martin Luther brought democra- 
cy to religious life and churches today stand 
as monuments to his memory. Martin Luther 
was a little German baby whose start in 
life was humble. Now thousands revere 
his memory and are proud of his work. 

“Upon the close of the civil war more than 


‘fifty years ago, this great nation was drink- 


ing the dregs of a cup of bitterness brought 
on by a bloody conflict which can never 
be forgotten. Brother had fought brother, 
father had been arrayed against son and 
the heel of the conqueror rested heavily upon 
the conquered. Just at that critical time 
in the nation’s history a small band of 
actors met in an upper room of a New York 
Twenty-third street building in social ses- 
sion. The Jolly Corks was formed in 1868 
for social purposes only. 
A Worthy Organization. : 

“Composed of affable men, the organiza- 
tion was a worthy one. Its main object 
was pleasure, but it could not turn a deaf 
ear to the cries of those of the profession 
who were in distress. Its benefit perform- 
ances brought happiness to the hearts of the 
sorrowful, but its means were limited. None

“This little group was about to meet the 
fate of which other organizations of the day 
were victims. 
when it opened its doors to all good men of 
America. After a long period of hardship, 
it began to flourish, for its principles could 
not die. Today its 1,318 lodges have more 
than 442,000 members and the National Biks’ 
Home at Bedford City, Va., provides a rest- 
ing place for those unfortunate members who 
are in need of aid. : 

“There are but two restrictions on the 
members of the Order of Elks. They “must 
believe in the existence of a Supreme Being 
and they must be white male citizens of the 
United States. Its ritual contains the teach- 
ings of religion, but its ceremonies recognize 
no creed. Under its banners are found the 
Jew and the Gentile, the Catholic and the 
Protestant, the democrat and the republican. 
It knows no intolerance, and it emphasizes only 
charity, justice, brotherly love and fidelity. 

“It is a patriotic order-and an American 
organization. The American flag rests upon 
its altar, with the Word of God. At that 
altar every Elk ‘swears to protect the wife, 
the sister and the mother of every other 
Elk at any cost. He swears allegiance to his 
country, and when the war clouds were 
gathering a few years ago Elk lodges urged 
their members to fight in defense of their 
native land. To every one was pledged the 
protection of the Elks’ organization for his 
family. 

A Toast to Departed. 


“At 11 o'clock every Elk drinks a silent 
toast to his absent brother, and no departed 
Elk is ever forgotten. Elkdom is not a for- 
getful organization. 
not limited to its members. Through its ex- 
penditures each year, Santa Claus visits manv 
homes which would be stricken from his 
calling list but for the liberality of the Elks 
of the land. The poor and the needy are 
beneficiaries of the generosity of Elkdom, 
and no man wears the emblem of the order 
who has not sworn never to reveal the iden- 
tity of a brother in distress. who has been 
given aid. 

“The Atlanta lodge has lost nine mem- 
bers during the past year,” Mr. Smith con- 
tinued, and he expressed his inability to 
pay tribute to them. No stranger could add 
a word about their virtues. But I am not 
a total stranger, for I stood at the same 
altar at which you, my brothers, have Stood. 
I took the same vows and made the same 
pledges. Let us hope and believe today that 
those of our number who have gone beyond 
have met the members of the Grand Lodge 
above and are preparing to receive us in the 
eternal city when our time shall come. The 
heart of Elkdom is sad today, but we are 
pointed to the life beyond. There is no death, 
and our brothers are not lost to us.”

Dr. Hemphill declared that “Atlanta will 
never be won for Christ by political sermons.”

Dr. Hemphill’s Sermon. 

Dr. Hemphill’s sermon was, in part, as 
follows:

W. A. Wimbish, of Atlanta, whom 
the general assembly named as special 
attorney for the Western and Atlantic 
rallroad commission, indicated to The 
Constitution in a telegram yesterday 
that he will likely accept the position. 

He is today in Washington, D. C., in 
the interest of the fight of southern 
shippers against the order of the in- 
terstate commerce commission . affect- 
ing interstate tariffs to this section. 
He hopes to return Atlanta in time 
to attend the organization meeting of 
the Western and Atlantic commission 
which has been called for next Thurs- 
day. 

Has Important Bearing. 

Whether or not Mr. Wimbish accepts 
this position has a very important 
bearing upon the form of the body cre- 
ated by the legislature to dispose of 
the state road. While the legislature 
made provision for filling vacancies 
upon the commission proper, by au- 
thorizing the remaining members of 
the commission, in event of a vacancy, 
to select some one to fill the vacancy, 


the legislature made no provision to 


fill the vacancy in the office of special 
attorney in event Mr. Wimbish finds 
himself unable to serve. The general 
assembly simply created the office of 
special attorney to the commission, 
named Mr. Wimbish for the office, au- 
thorized the commission to fix his sal- 
ary and let it go at that. In event 
Mr. Wimbish feels that he cannot ac- 
cept this place it will mean that the 
commission will be without a special 
attorney. ' 

However, the code provides that the 
attorney general is authorized to act 
as attorney for Western and Atlantic 
railroad matters as part of his duties 
without extra pay. Also should the 
commission feel the need of extra legal 
help, whether Mr. Wimbish accepts or 
not, it is claimed that the commission 
would have power to make a contract 
with an attorney to perform such du- 
ties as the commission might deem 
necessary. 


Wimbish Sends Telegram. 


Mr. Wimbish, en route to Washing- 
ton, Sunday telegraphed from Green- 
ville, S. C., to The Constitution his 
position in regard to the tender of spe- 
cial attorneyship as follows: 

“Editor The Constitution: I fear 
the publication in today’s Constitu- 
tion may inaccurately Express my 
attitude, since it may indicate an 
indifference which I am far from 
entertaining. I deeply appreciate 
the honor conferred upon me, and 
especially do I value the confidence 
reposed in me by the general as- 
sembly in electing me counsel for 
the Western and Atlantic railroad 
commission. While my profession- 
al engagements for the moment are 
quite exacting, I know of no rea- 
son why I should anticipate any- 
thing but acceptance and bring to 
the performance of this great pub- 
lic service the best and most de- 
voted effort of which I am capable.

POSTAL RECEIPTS SHOW 
REVIVAL OF BUSINESS 


Fifty Offices Show Gain in No- 
vember of 17.96 Per Cent 
Over Last November. 


Washington, December 
improvement in business is reflected 
in the November revenues of the fifty 
largest postoffices of the country, pro- 
ducting approximately half of all the 
postal receipts. Postmaster General 
Burleson announced this today in a 
statement showing an increase of 
$2,033,188 or 17.96. per cent for those 
offices over November a year ago. 

The normal rate of increase is about 
7 per cent, but November last year 
showed a decrease of 5.71 per cent as 
a result \of the business depression 
which began immediately after the Bu- 
ropean war started. The depression 
was most seriously felt during that 
month. Total receipts of the 50 cities 
was $13,349,450 in November this year. 

New York with $2,886,761, led the 
more revenue 
than November, 1914, an increase of 
22.74 per cent against a decrease of 
8.19 per cent in November last year. 

Chicago was second with $2,407,618, 
an increase of $448,812 or 282.60 per 
cent, compared, with a decrease of 12.34 
per cent, last year. 

All other cities showed receipts of 
less than $1,000,000. Dayton, Ohio, had 
the largest percentage of increase with 
$2.25 per cent, and Providence, R. L, 
the lowest increase with seven-hun- 
dredths of one per cent. Soranton, Pa., 
was the only city showing a deorease, 
its total falling 10.78 per cent. 

New Orleans ranked first among the 
southern cities included in the list, 80 
far as receipts were concerned, but 
Jacksonville led in the percentage of 
increase with 25.28. Memphis was s¢c- 
ond with 28.09; Houston third, 19.69; 
Richmond fourth, 19; Dallas fifth, 18.82; 
Nashville sixth, 16.91; New Orleans 
seventh, 15.27; Atlanta eighth, 8.55, 
and Louisville ninth, 8.27.

Their 
pulpit-declarations, he said, are in the 
interest of che city and not opposed to 
its welfare. 

Dr. White’s Sermon. 


He said in part - 

The question of the church and state 
is more than fifteen centuries old. Mr. 
Bryce, in his ‘American Commonwealth,’ 
says: ‘Half the wars of Europe, half 
the internal troubles that have vexed 
European states, from the Monophysite 
controversies in the Roman empire of 
the fifth century, down to the Kultur- 
kampf, in the German empire of the 
nineteenth century, have arisen from 
theological differencés or from the ri- 
val claims of church and state.’

“The function of the church and state 
is distinct. The church is a volun- 
tary organization, the state compels 
obedience. The state is temporal, the

law. Therefore civil liberty and relig- 
ious liberty forbid union of church,and 
A free church in a free state,’ 
is the American slogan. But its mean- 
ing must not be perverted. 

“The church may be allowed to legal- 
ly own property and to control proper- 

„ This does not destroy either the 
freedom of the staté or church. The 
church is compatible with the state, but 
independent of it. 

“Church property may be exempted 


principle. When all religious bodies 
alike enjoy this privilege, there is no 
special privilege. Nontaxation is 
merely a recognition of the value of the 
church is to the state and does not de- 
stroy religious liberty by becoming 
partisan. The governor of Montana a 
few years ago in a special message to 
the legislature made a request that all 
church property be exempt from taxa- 
tion as the best means of advancing 
the welfare of the entire territory and 
speeding it on its way to complete 
civilization. :

I believe there should be no 
legislation on the subject except to" 
leave it optional with the teacher to 
read the Bible if he elects No board 
of trustees should be allowed to forbid 
the reading of the Bible in the public 
school, as some have done, or to force 
its reading. The Bible may well be 
read by all teachers at certain times 
to all. classes. It is a non-partisan, 
non-sectarian book. It is God’s book 
to the world. Our government is 
founded upon it and whenever it re- 
moves this chief corner stone, it will 
be wrecked he shoals of atheism 
and materialis .

and state. The state can make no gift 
of money to any religious body for any 
purpose whatsoever. ! 
“The function of the church and state 
runs parallel without conflict.

“Since the days of the prophets men 
of God have been teachers of morals, 
and this duty has been to denounce sin 
and to praise virtue. Since the days 
of John the Baptist préachers have not 
hesitated to denounce blic sins and 
political sinners. The v¥oice of John 
the Baptist against Herod has been 
echoed by Savonarola, John Huss, Mar- 
tin Luther, John Knox and Billy Sun- 
day. Some have paid the price of their 
blood, but the voice of their Blood has 
been heard all over the world, and is 
yet prevailing for the uplift of hu- 
manity. 5 

Teacher of Morals. 

_ “The. preacher ig not only the pro- 
claimer of individu salvation, but also 
a teacher of morals. He has a perfect 
right to admonish his members when 
they do wrqng as individuals or as 
public officials; that is, he has the right 
to uncover public sins without deal- 
ing in personalities. + 

Pulpit ytterances should never de- 
generate into, personal abuse. 

“The state largely „depends on the 
church and the preacher to teach 
morals. The preacher and the indi- 
vidual members have the right, and, 
therefore, it is their duty, to take a 
vital interest in politics. The chtrch 
stands for the enactment of good laws 
and their enforcement. : 

“Our text teaches the duty of obedi- 
ence to law. ‘Render unto Caesar the 
things that are Caesars.“ Caesar was 
the law. ‘Obey him,’ said Jesus. There 


Was no conflict in obeying Caesar and 


God. Jesus was no anarchist, but in 
all His gracious teaching preserves the 
majesty of law. He fully recognized 
that many laws were burdensome, but 
He was no revolutionist, He was a con- 
structionist. The power of His gospel 
in the lives of His followers was des- 
tined to change social and political 
conditions. But ‘the powers that be’ 
were to be honored. The preacher, in 
his pulpit as.a loyal citizen, has been 
the world’s political savior. The c#i- 
zens of state are largely in the church, 
and the teachings of Jesus must be 
applied to all life, individual, social 
and political.

RAGOUT AND POT-AU-FEU 
FOR FRENCH SOLDIERS 


They Constitute the Two Great 
Staple Dishes Served 
at the Front. 


Paris—(Correspondence of the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—As far as food goes, the 
French soldier lives well, if the ordi- 
nary program of the French common 
people is taken as a standard. His 
menu is based on two solid meals a 
day with a breakfast of bread and cof- 
fee. There is nothing the French sol- 
dier appreciates.so much as his morn- 
ing coffee. It is brought to him in 
canvas buckets, sugared but without 
milk, and like all French coffee it is 
excellent. If the weather is bad theré 
is usually a sip of rum from the com- 
pany rations to go with the coffee and 
bread. . 

For dinner and supper the two great 
staple dishes are ragout and pot-au- 
feu. The ragout is made of stewed 
meat, preferably mutton, highly sea- 
soned. The pot-mu-feu is boiled beef 
and soup. The stew is generally thick- 


pot-au-feu receives as many varieties 
of vegetables as ingenious. foraging 
can muster, with ways a plentiful 
basis of potatoes. 

Occasionally the French cooks even 
close to the firing line vary the menu 
with special dishes, such as steaks, 
brains, hearts and the like, which they 
carry out to the men in the trenches. 
It is a current remark in France that 
the cook is the bravest man in the regi- 
enerally a tribute to 
the danger that he sometimes has to 
undergo to carry his dainties to the 
appreciative Polus: who await his 
coming at the very apex of the battle 
line. 

The Meat in its raw state is brought 
up on the hoof to a point as near 
the lines as is conveniently safe, and 
there slaughtered.

Prominent in the picture will be the 
portraits of President Francisco I. Ma- 
dero and Vice President Pino Suarez, 
both of whom were slaim while other 
figures will represent the men who 
aided General Carranza in his battles. 
Among these will be Jesus Carranza, 
executed by insurgents early in 1915; 
Alvaro Obregon, chief of the Carranza 
armies, and Pablo Gonzales, now in 
command in Mexico City. Frequent ar- 
rests for conspiracy are reported from 
the capital as the result of activities 
of a committee appointed to Place re- 
sponsibility for the alleged murder of 
‘Madero, Suarez and Abraham Gonzales, 
former governor of Chihuahua. There 
have been, no executions, however. 

It is claimed that large numbers of 
Villa soldiers are surrendering daily 
in Chihuahua. Unconfirmed reports 
showed that a total of 6,000 had ac- 
cepted amnesty.
